Public hearings on the 
amendments to zoning codes 
which govern salvage yards 
have been set for Thurs­ 
day. Oct 31. Both viewpoints 
wij] be taken under consi­ 
deration by Supervisors be-| 
fore any votes are cast

The amendmens. which 
were recommended by the 
Regional Planning Commis­ 
sion after study, would est­ 
ablish tighter restrictions 
over auto dismantling and 
salvage businesses. Certain 
development requirements 
are proposed, as are a few 
operational changes

MOST importantly, the 

code amendments would re­ 
quire yard operators to 
fence or wall in their lots

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so that the distasteful sight 
of wrecked cars in various 
states of disrepair are kept 
from publioc view.

Wall materials are specifi­ 
ed $o that they will be fea 
sible for the yard operator 
as well as compatible with 
the surrounding neighbor­ 
hood Exterior landscaping 
and its maintenance also are 
stipulated in the proposal

In addition, walls will be

between 8 and 15 feet high 
and no materials such as 
old cars or parts of cars can 
be stacked higher than the 
walls. Operators would be 
required to "black top" the 
interiors, so that dirt and 
debris is not tracked out 
onto public roads.

ANOTHER important 
phase of the proposed law 
change is the requirement

that operators conduct all 
business inside the peri­ 
meters of the walls This 
means torn - down autos 
won't be parked in front or 
alongside the salvage yards. 

These standards, if ap­ 
proved, would improve the 
exterior looks of the yards 
and make them more accept­ 
able to their neighboring 
community In addition, pro­

perty values would increase 
and benefit all.

Yard operators would be 
given ample time to pave 
their lots, erect the walls 
and to meet the other re­ 
quirements. And. in the long 
run, they would benefit in 
terms of increased property 
values as well as better com­ 
munity relations.

I BELIEVE such impro­

ved standards for this in­ 
dustry are long over-due. If 
approved the code amend­ 
ments would make the auto 
salvage industry a much 
more valuable business asset 
to its community.

I am, of course, naturally 
anxious to hear spokesmen 
from both sides present 
their views at the public 
hearing Oct. 31.
